| William Franklin Puffer, 97, 

| one of the five remaining mem- 
bers of Alberta's first legislature 
died Thursday at Lacombe. 


Mr. Puffer was elected Lib- 
eral member for the Lacombe 
constituency in the first Alberta 
Legislature in 1905. He con- 
tinued to hold the seat in the 
second and third legislatures, 
| but was defeated in the election 
of 1917, 

He was born near Westport, 
Leeds County, Ontario, of Unit- 
ed Empire Loyalist stock, and 
married Charlotte A, Gilmore of 
Barrie, Ont. 

Coming to Alberta in’ 1889, he 
farmed for two years near Cal- 
gary, later homesteading in the 
Olds district, He then moved to 
the Lacombe district where he 
farmed and was a livestock 
dealer,

An Elephant 
Dear Sir,

One Newsman Who 
Did Break Away 


Tt am now gathering material 
for the obituary of Al William- 
son, the reformed newspaper- 
man. Mr. Williamson (Look 
Alike: Walt Disney) will shortly 
succumb as a journalist and 
begin a new life on the broad 
acres of a Cariboo ranch beside 
the sparkling stream known as 
Horsefly River, 

My desire to salute Al is not 
merely the polite gesture of a 
colleague, It comes from a pea- 
green envy, an affection for one 
of the most unusual fellows in 
the business and as the long 
overdue payment of a debt, 

If it hadn't been for Al I 
might be prosperously selling 
classified advertising instead of 
happily starving to death as a 
columnist, 

I was a remarkably timid and 
stupid youth when the morning 
paper agreed to pay me a dizzy 
$3 each and every week as a 
“junior reporter.” My first week 
as a newspaperman was disillu- 
sioning. It consisted almost en- 
tirely of running around nervous- 
ly with little bits of paper from 
one desk to another. When I 
asked if I could maybe write 
some stories they just looked at 
me queerly and laughed. 

It was at the end of that first 
week that A] Williamson came 
to my rescue, He pointed out 
that I had been working in the 


classified department for six 
days and that the city editor 
upstairs in the editorial rooms 
Was wondering idly what had 
ever become of me. This was 
mighty important to me, T still 
continued to tote little bits of 
paper from one desk to another 
for several years, But I Was at 


least reasonably sure I had the 
right department. 

The least I can do in return 
for such kindness is prepare a 
suitable valedictory. Actually Al, 
like Arturo Toscanini, has retired 
several years before, But, as any- 
one who has stood beside the 
Horsefly knows, it has a heap 
more lasting charm than printer's 
ink, 


Has Played 
Many Roles : 


It is not altogether evident in 
Al's copy, but he is probably one 
of the last of the great roman- 
tics. Reading his short paragraphs 
on city businessmen and their ex- 
pendable luncheon club anec- 
dotes, it’s hard to visualize a man 
of many roles and fantasies. 

His love of the Cariboo, for ex- 
ample, is a wonderful thing. It 
changes his entire personality. 
To drive with him in a Ford up 
that legendary road is an experi- 
ence. Al's eyes sweep the hori- 
zon like a monarch surveying his 
kingdom. The Ford becomes a 
dusty stagecoach drawn by eight 
lathering horses. 

In this business of quiet, grey 
men he is something of a sensa- 
tion. At work or basal he invar-

iably dresses the part. On @ 
flood story where the other boys 
waded miserably about in their 
cardboard oxfords, Al would be 
in rubber hip boots and sou’. 


When he awned a emall 


sailing boat he managed to look 
like Sir Thomas Lipton at the 
wheel of the Shamrock. 

I remember once covering the 
story of a sunken ship when Al 
appeared late on the scene, wear- 
ing a rakish sailor's cap but 
otherwise shockingly unprepared, 
“Williamson!” cried one of the 
reporters, “and not wearing a div- 


ing suit! 

This amusing flamboyance was 
all the more dramatic since Al has 
a personality that hardly ever 
goes with his masquerades. He is 
suave to the point of drowsiness, 
soft-voiced and deceptively leth- 
argic. It was always a treat dur- 
ing the war years to see Al roar 
ing about on a_ high-powered 
English motorcycle (costume; 
immense goggles, leather wind- 
breaker, crash helmet) with that 
bland, urbane countenance. 

He may not be the best rancher 
in the Cariboo, but he will cer- 
tainly look the best. I know of no 
other newspaperman who would 
answer that description. 


Genuine Hard 
Working Man 


Al has always been a more 
than capable reporter and with 
some considerable local reputa- 
tion as the fastest writer in the 
business, but his real forte has 
been in that important branch of 
the profession known as “con- 
tacts.” I suppose no other news- 
paperman here knows as many 
people 

The title of his column, “People 
Tell Me” is really the story of 
his long career, 

He exposes himself mercilessly 
to a segment of the city’s life that 
most other newsmen find deadly 
dull. He not only has survived 
20-odd years of luncheon club 
meals and conversation, but con- 
tinues to attend these affairs 
voluntarily and with no apparent 
effect medically. Every luncheon 
produces an “item for the 
column.” 

This may not come under the 
heading of distinguished report- 
ing, but it has made him a boon 
to every city editor, as I once 
found out myself. When all else 
failed Al *knew a fellow” who 
had the story. 

He is doing what every news- 
paperman wants to do, in one 
form or another, and most of us 
envy him. It was bound to hap- 
pen, of course. In recent years 
Al has been up in the Cariboo so 
much that his column frequently 
seemed like a special edition for 
Williams Lake. 

He and I now patrol much 
different beats, but I wanted te 
be the first to say that he'll be 
missed in the tattered ranks of 
newspaper people and that if he 
ever needs a hand on that ranch 
I will come a’runnin’.

DIVER RESCUED FROM 
DEATH IN RIVER MUD 


NEW YORK, April 22.— (AP) —A diver im- 
prisoned for three hours under tons of mud on the 
bottom of New York harbor was freed and brought 
to the surface today. 

The first words of the diver, Edward Christen- 
sen, after his helmet was removed were: 

“Thank God I’m alive.”
